Washington, May 1 8 — Republican 
insurgent* and several Democrats 
held a meeting last night, under the 
leaders-hip of Senator Borah, of Idaho 
and resolved to push the income tax 
measure through tthls 
called at the white house toduy. Ha 
Informed President Taft or the action 
taken at the meeting. 

As the result of last night's confer- 
ence H Is probable a substitute bill 
will be introduced which will be agree 
able to both side* and which will have 
a guarantee of practically solid Dem- 
ocratic support as well as that of the 
insurgent Republicans. The new 
measure will be mainly based on the 
Bailey bin, which provides for rais- 
ing about $35,000,000 annually from 
the Income tax.
